Re  the  north- south  alley  from  Reynolds  Street  to  the  east-west  alley  from 
Warren  Street. 

On  September  26,  1966,  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  City  Plan  Commission, 
as  required  by  law,  on  the  two  alleys  designated  above.  At  that  time  it  was 
determined  that  the  Plan  Commission  has  no  objections  to  these  vacations  for 
the  following  reasons: 

1.  Tokheim  Corporation  owns  all  of  the  property  involved  around  the 
two  alleys. 

2.  These  vacations  were  requested  to  provide  additional  parking  for 
employees  of  Tokheim. 

3.  Drainage  is  to  be  installed  as  required  for  parking  lots. 

4.  There  is  only  one  old  residence  located  in  the  area  which  is  to 
be  removed, 

5.  There  is  an  18"  sewer  in  the  east-west  alley  and  the  city  will 
have  permission  by  the  owners  to  enter  the  property  for  service 
purposes . 

Based  on  the  above  reasons,  the  Plan  Commission  recommended  approval  of  these 
two  alley  vacations  and  the  resolution  was  forwarded  to  the  Common  Council 
for  adoption.
